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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



Applicant's election without traverse of Species B (claims 2-5< Fig. 3A) in Paper 
No. 8 is acknowledged. 

Claims 1 and 6-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 8. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments with respect to Amended claims 2-5 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Therefore, this is Final action. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



1 . Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fujii 
et al. (US005914763A). 

Fujii et al. (Figs. 1, 4-7, 11-13) disclose a display device comprising: 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



• an insulating/glass substrate on which a group of display electrodes 40, 
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• a group of wiring electrodes 41 and a group of connection pads are formed, 

• the wiring electrodes being connected to the connection pads and arranged in at 
least one group; 

• an opposing substrate opposed to the insulating substrate; 

• a display material contained in a spacing between the insulating substrate and 
the opposing substrate in a sealed manner; 

• a dummy electrode provided on the insulating substrate adjacent an outermost 
wiring electrode of each group of wiring electrodes, 

• the dummy electrode not being connected to any of the connection pads; 
wherein the display electrodes are transparent electrodes, and the wiring electrodes 
are formed by plating portions of the transparent electrodes extending beyond a side 
edge of the opposing substrate. 

However, Fujii fails to form connection pads are formed and the wiring electrodes 
being connected to the connection pad. 

It is conventional art that to formed connection pads, which are connected wiring 
electrodes for electrical contact with external driving chip circuit such as PCB or TAB. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to further modify a display device as Fujii disclosed with a 
connection pads are formed and the wiring electrodes being connected to the 
connection pad. 
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Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments filed on October 28. 2002 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant's ONLY arguments are follows : 

a. Fujii fails to disclose that the wiring electrodes extend beyond a side if the 
opposed substrate perpendicularly thereto. This limitation is in the withdrawn 
claim 1 . 

Examiner's responses to Applicants' ONLY arguments are follows : 

a. Fujii teaches (Fig. 4) that the wiring electrodes extend beyond a side and 

are perpendicular sealant 36, thus the opposed substrate perpendicularly thereto. 

However, there is no drawing showing this limitation.
